>-pHE recent victory of Canadian farmers in the field of political 
1 
actii/n is an encouraging sign to farmers of the western 


hemisphere. 
What the fanners of Ontario have done the farm- 


ers of Wisconsin can do. In discussing the results of the elec- 
tions in Canada The Nation has the following to say: 


In the recent Ontario elections the United Farmers 


of Ontario secured forty-one of the 111 seats in the 
legislature, thus gaining, in coalition with the fifteen 
members of the Independent Labor party, a majority 
of one over the combined strength of Liberals and Con? 
servatives. As a matter of course, a Farmer, E: C. 
Drury, was chosen Premier; His Cabinet consists of 
five Fanners, together with two members of the Inde-. 
pendent Labor Party selected by him on the party's 
recommendation.". Both Sir William Hearst, formerly 
Premier, and Sir Adam Beck, whose political' strength 
detracted much from the .Premier's power, were'Over- 
whelmingly defeated by Labor candidates. • At the 
same time, in seven Federal by-elections five Farmers 
were elected, as against one Unionist and .one Liberal. 
The Farmers were quite unprepared for so sweeping a 
victory; their triumph indicates that the voters are 
heartily sick of the old methods of inertia and inef- 
ficiency. Only two of the Farmer members of the Leg- 
islature have ever sat in Parliament before; all the 
Farmer members of the Cabinet own and operate their 
farms. 
Premier Drury, who is an out and out free 


trader, seems to have impressed the people with his 
complete sincerity and honesty; he is entirely unham- 
pered by party precedent or by the usual political ob- 
ligations; and his efforts will accordingly be followed 
with the greatest interest, not only in Canada, where 
the Quebec Farmers declare that they will, at the next 
election, duplicate the Ontario victory, but also in this 
country, where unrest is no less general and methods 
of meeting it are no less necessary.
